1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ito et al. ("Fluoropolymer Resists: Progress and Properties", Journal of 
Photopolymer Science and Technology, Volume 16, Number 4 (2003), 523-536) 
disclose the compounds: 



(VENBHFA in fig. 1 on page 524). 

In these compounds, the trifluoromethylacrylate group and the vinyl ether group 
are linked directly to a cyclic group. 

The trifluoromethylacrylate group and the vinyl ether group are not linked to a 
carbon atom having as substituents the group R4 and the cyclic group, as required by 
claims 3, 6 and 9 of the instant application. 

There are no prior art teachings that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art 
to modify the teachings of Ito et al. and obtain the compounds of the instant application.
